T Ake ſaltPeter, V:irr:oll Roman, and Sal Armontache, of 

each one. pound, beate them well together, and put 
them ina glafk, the which is very well luted : thenſer on 
the head with a great receiver, and lute the joynts well, 
that no ayre may come forth, then give it a- very ſmall 
fire twelve houres long, and thenincreaſe it according to 
art: but take good heed that ye benotraſh with your fire 
at the firſt, left that all rhe glaſſes flye in pieces : then keep 
it to thy uſe, and when ye will diſſolve your Lead, yee 
muſt take for every-pound of Lead, two pound of wa=: 
ter, and diffolve it cold, for otherwiſe 1t would blow the 


glafſe in pieces. 


| To make oyle of Sulfur,the which 1s a great ſecret, 


T His Oyle1s made in this manner. Firſt ye ſhall have a 
* bell of earth, or a head of glaſſe like the common Stuls 
of Tinne, the which ye ſhall hang up by a ſtring : then 
take a plate of [ron of a finger thicke, and two fingers 
broad, and makeit red hot 1n the fire, then lay it under 


the bell or head, and caſt thereon Brimſtone, and let it 
| | burne, : 
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burne, ſo that the fume may goe within the bell, and this 
ye ſhall continue poſſible a whole day,afore that onedrop 
will fall: but when yeſee it drop, then continue till yee 
have oyle enough, and then haſt thou a great treaſure, the 
'« whichkeepeina glafle, for it will helpe the poxe andall 
outward ſores and ulcerations.. And alſo ſtinking and fil- 
thy ſores, the which will not be holpe. It is alſo excellent 
againſt the Roſe, and againſt the peſtilence, the which ye 
mult uſe in this manner, Take water of Sorrell; of Roſes, 
of Cardms Benediftme, of each Z j. Oyle of Sulfer 3j. mixe 
them together, and give it | the Patient as ſoone as hee 
feeleth himſelfe ſicke, and lay him downe to ſweate one 
houre, andlet him not ſtirre that he may ſweate the bet- 
ter, then dry him well with warme clothes, and let him 
reſt two houres, and then.if he have lift to eate, let him 
have a cullus made of a Henne in this order. Yee ſhall 
boyle the Henne or chicken ſo long, that the fleſh fall 
from the bones, then ſtampe the bones and all,;and ſtraine 
itwiththe ſaid broth, then put thereto . a good deale of 
Suger, anda little Wine, and let the Patient eate it with 
averylutlebread : -and then two houres after, ye ſhall 
wvehim the aforeſaid receipt with oyle, and Jet him 
- ſweate thereon two houres; as is ſaid afore; and this yee 
ſhalldoe the next day once, and by the grace of. God the 
Peſtlence ſhall not hurtſhim. But when ye ſhall occupie it 
20 the Poxe, or any other filthy ſores; ye thall give it with 
water of Hops,of Cicorie,of Germander,of each Zj.water 
_ of Fumetorte, 5 13. oyle of Sulfer 3 j. theſe ye ſhall mixe 
together, and let the Patient drinke-itat ſeven a clocke in 
the morning, and lethim fweate "thereon two houres : 
then dry kim with warme clothes, and then at night yee 
ſhall givehim that portion in manner as yee did before, 
and let him ſweate thereon other two houres:and this or- 
der ye:halluſe till they be whole, the which will bein ve- 
ry ſhort time, fo'thatir ſhall ſeeme miraculous, for his 
—rarntghp preſently be healed, although they were never

Ek ye muſt have an earthen pot, the which holdeth a- 
- ©'bdura galion, and mult be about a foot, or fourteene 
inches hugh, then ye muſt havea head of glafſe, the which 
commeth zuſt over the-pir, then take Vitrioll and put it in 
| the pot, and then 'er on the head, with a grcat receiver, 
and lute the joynts well, then give it ſmall fire, as Thave 
ſhewed:yon afore in the raking of ſtrong water, and 
when 'yeſee that it will droppe no more, then increaſe 
thefreialirtle, and ſo keepe it till it droppe no more, then

like, andpur it into a ſubliming glafſe, which I will ſhew 
you divers patternes, in the next booke (God willing)

it may be holpe therewith. Alſo Mercurie being fixt, is 
ſuch an excellent medicine againſt the poxe, thatthelike 
not be found inthe world. Burye ſhall note, that” it - 
Wilmot be-occupiedalone, but with other things, which 
I will ſkew you manother place. The Arſenicke #hd the 
ſal Armoniacke may not be occupied in any wiſe inward- 
ly, butonely outwardly, as ye ſhall here hereafter,/and 
eſpecially of the falt of Arſenicke. 


' To make Oyle of eAntimonie, 
F'you will make this oyle, you muſt looke diligently tq 
your fire, leſt ye ſpoylea!l:; then take a retort of glafſe, 
and lute it very well, and pur therein three pounds of 
Antimonie, and three pounds of /al gemme calcined, bea- 
ten together, then increaſe your fire according to 'art, 
three dayes anJ three nights, and late thy receiver very 
well, which muſt be ofthe quanrity of five or fixe gallons, 
or more, the greater the better, and then thou ſhalt have 
an oyle asredd&'as bloud, - which is not to be. fold or 
bonght for money: for it helyerh the Canker, the Wolfe, 
Nol: me tangere, and Fiſhilaes, if ye anoint them'there- 
with : firſt the dead feth will fall out without yaine, and 
then it will heale, how ſoreſoever it be, althongh it were 
forty yecres old.

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© In ſumma, It'is a moſt excellent oyle againſt all ſores 
and venemous ulcers, for if yeanoint them three times 


therewith, ithelpes them, although they were ſo vene- 


mous as they did cate a hand broad 1n one night, as is dt- 
vers. timesſeene of the Wolfe, and ſich like ulcerations, 
that eate ſo, as it ſeemes a dogge had bitten out a great 


;ece. Theſe and all other ulcerations, which will not be _ 


holpe by any meanes, ye ſhall helpe them with this oyle 
in hare ſpace, ſo as ſhall ſeeme marvellous to behold. 


How ye may draw forth ſalt out of all mettals : and firſt out 
of Gold, which is called Sal ſapientium.

"> [-P good ſtrong reniſh wine-vinegar, and diſtill it 
inaLimbecke of glafſe, and give it firſt a ſmall fire 
till halfe be diſtilled, then take it away , for it is nothing 
worth to our worke, then taſte it on thy tongue whether 
itbe ſharpe or no,if it be not ſharpe, it 1s not good:ifnor, 
keepe that ſmall fire till the liquor come forth ſowre: ye 
that note that the worſt of the vinegar diſtilleth firit,then 
diſtill thar which is laſt witha reaſonable firetill it beal- 
moſt diſtilled, but ye may not diſtill it all quite oat,leſt it 
ſhould ſtinke oF the fire and waxe red, for then will it not 
ſerve our purpoſe.

To draw forth the ſalt of Arſnicke, 


He ſalt of Arſenick is a marvellous ſalt, but it is ſharp

Woolfe, and ſuch like as cometh of wounds, &c.ye ſhall 
helpe them thus. . Take of this ſalt 5 j. and put thereto Z j, 
of Y/ngwentum fuſcum,and therewith drefle the ſores,and 
they will heale in ſhort time, Thug they were never1o 
_ old. And therefore if thou wilt underſtand wherefore it 
ſerves, looke in the Chirurgerie of Paracel/z..
